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MR. MEYWOOD.

From Robert Millar to the Editor, dated April 6, 1805. 


Dear Sir—The Anecdote, 
concerning Mr. Heywood, in your 
Number for April, brought to my 
recollection one which I heard 
Mr. Chapman of Staplehurft 
in Kent, one of the holieft and beft 
of men, mention about 16 years 
ago. He faid, he did not fuppefe 
it was.ever in print, but that the 
truth of it might be depended upon. 
It is rather remarkable, and, I 
think, not unworthy of a place in 
your ufeful and widely circulated 
Mifceilany. He gave it me in 
nearly the following words. 

«Mr. HEYWOOD being 
brought into the greateft want of 
the neceflaries of life, told his wife, 
one day, that he would leave with 
her and the children, three fhill- 
ings, which was all the money he 
had inthe world, and would try 
to get fome work as a d#y-labour- 
ex. After commending them to 
God, and praying for divine direc- 
tion, he called at a number of 
houfes the firlt day, but could not 
meet with any employment. He 
{pent the fir ft night im a barn, 
and was engaged in prayer the 
greateft part of it. In the morn- 
ing he again fet out with an emp- 
ty ttomach, and foon arrived at 
LLord— where he enquired of the

fervants if a labourer was wanted 
they anfwered, **No.” As he was 
leaving the door, from the Hall 
one of the fervants faid the fhep- 
herd had juft before left his place, 
and if he underflood how to take 
care of fheep, fhe thought he 
might meet with employ. ment. 
Mr Heywood immediately en- 
gaged in the fervice ; and was in- 
formed he was to fleep i in a litre 
cot, erected for the fhepherds at 
fome diftance from the houfe ; 
but that he was to come, once a 
day for what he wanted, to the 
Hall. A few mornings after, two 
of che fervant girls, apparently by 
accident, rofe iwo hours before 
the uiual time, and as‘there was 
no one at hand, to fetch up the 
cows, they went into the field for 
them. Butwhen they drew near 
to the fhepherds’ hut, they were 
ftruck with the found of a man’s 
voice, and, to their no imeil afton- 
ifhment, found it was that of the 
fhepherd engaged im prayer to 
God. At this they were much 
affe&ted, and for feveral weeks, 
unknown to Mr.«HMeywood, they 
ufed -a rife at 40’clock to go to 
th: cot to hear the thepherd pray 
which exeretie he was went to be 
engaged in every morning tli 5 
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o'clock. After Mr. Heywood 
had been in this fituation a few 
weeks, the lady of the family was 
taken ill, and was expected to die. 
A clergyman was fent for, but 
was that moment mounting his 
horfe with a view to {pend the 
day in hunting. However, he 
fent his compliments, and faid 
that he would wait on her lady- 
fhip that evening. Lord —— 
feemed much diftrefled, and ex- 
preffed an earneft defire to get 
{ome one to pray with his lady. 
Then one of the fervants, who had 
liftened toMr. Heywood’s prayers 
iaid, “ L wilh your lordfhip would 
content to let your fhepherd 
be fetched to pray with her lady- 
thip,” adding, “ for | do not be- 
lieve that there is a man in the 
world who can pray like him.” 
‘The fhepherd pray ? What! can 
the fhepherd pray ?” Yes, my 
Jord, and I wifh you would con- 
defcend to let him be fent for ; 
and then you will hear him your- 
felf.”’ Mr. Hef wood was imme- 
diately called, and his lordthip 
afked him if he could pray ? to 
which he replied : “ That man 
who ‘cannot pray, is not fit to 
live? ”—** Well,” fays his lord- 
fhip: “ follow me, and pray for 
my lady who is at the point of 
death.” After a few words f{po- 
ken to her ladyfhip, Mr. Hey- 
wood poured out his foul to that 
God whole he was, and whom he 
ferved,—and immediately his 
prayer was anfwered. For with 
aftonifhment fhe cried out: ‘* is 
this a man or an angel ? for I am 
quite well!” When prayer was 
coacluded, lord —— afked him 
whether he was not one of the 
ejected minilters ? and Mr. Hey- 
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wood acknowledged that he was, 
His lordfhip then declared, that 
from that moment, inftead of be. 
ing employed as the fhepherd of 
his fheep, he fhould be the fhep. 
herd of his foul, and of the fouls 
of his houfehold.

Extract of a letter from Elder Mark 
“Fernald to the Editor, dated 
Ecftport, July 12, 1822. 
“HAVING obtained help of the 

merciful Saviour I am alive and 

in fufficient health to vifit this re- 
gion. Our brethren and friends 
here and in this vicinity ate often 
reading the Heralds and feeing 
the requefts frpm New York and 
elfewhere for labourers, alfo call 
ing on the Eattern preachers to 
come Welt ; while here they are 
almof wholly neglected and are 
longing for faithful fpiritual la. 
bourers who they are heartily will- 
ing to fupply the outward wants 
of, and receive the word of life 
from. They do not want woced- 
en, gold, nor men images, nor 
preachers for felfifh motives, but a- 
ny who feel the kingdom of Chrift 
within and are willing humbly and 
perfeveringly to labour in Chrilt’s 
fpiritual caufe. As to this town 
and vicinity for 100 miles there 1s 
no preacher of regular ftanding 
the Chriltian or Free Baptilt foci 
ety, fave brother Samuel Nutt 
who lives at No 3. The Chriltian 
fociety here have a very pleafant 
accommodating Meeting houfe, 

(and liberal fociety to thofe who 

they believe preach for Chriit) vet 

have had no preacher fines proms 
er G.Lamb lett them lait Sanur 
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O the fainting feattered lambs, in 
this region, need life and falvation 
reached tothem. Many.remem- 
ber the weeping cries of our dear 


prother J. Colby, who Taboured 


here, and want more fuch fpiritual 
labourers. Yefterday 1 returned 
here trom Great Deer Ifland,N. B. 
where I preached to a candid but 
fcattered people, near 100 profef- 
jors on the ile, but -no preaching 
for months. I learn of villages 
as well as fcattered inhabitants 
within $0 miles of this that fcarce 
ever heard a gofpel fermon, and 
one large Britifh port where 
multitudes are fetting under a 
drinking, dancing, wretched minif- 
ry of one being, and many with no 
other. There are many believers 
of different denominations {cat- 
tered through this country and 
on the ifles who need the gather- 
ing word of jalvation; It cannot 
be denied but there are feveral 
preachers of different denomina- 
tions, but it is a folemn fact that 
religious tenets and controverted 
points occupy their time and at- 
tention too much, fo that perithing 
mortals are not arrefied andalarm- 
ed of their danger. I think duty 
will prevent my ftay in this region 
but a fhort time. I hope my dear 
believing friends in Chriit’s caufe 
will at leaft try to covenant with 
their heart to pray to heaven io: 
Chrift’s labourers, and that mor: 
may be raised up, and efpecialiy 
for the poor tried {cattered faints 
who are fttangers to the privi- 
leges fo many flight. O the reck- 
Oning day to account for God’s 
mercies, Chrift’s abufed offers and 
repeated acts of rebellion to the 
fpirit of truth, and efpecially 
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where they have been loaded with 
good preaching and have grown 


dull of hearmg and negligent of 


obeying ; O how I pity drowfy, 
ftupid believers, flumbering on 
eternity’s verge and grafping af- 
‘ter earthly riches, and honors.

Extra of a letter from Elder Ja- 
bex King, to the Editor, dated 
Montgomery Co. N. Y. Auguft 
5, 1822. 

‘“ AGAIN I communicate to 
you for publication, fome events 
that have recently occured amon 
us. Since the date of brother 
€apron’s letter, there has been the 
greateft attention to meetings 
both by day, and night, that I 
have ever witnefled; Profeffions 
of all fociety’s feemingly are en- 
gaged in the caufe of religion, 
and exhorting the people around 
them, to feek the Lord while he 
may be found, and the enquiring 
is not unfrequently heard ; Sirs 
what muft I do to be faved. Sev- 
eral we have reafon to hope, have 
become children of God, by faith 
in Chrift Jefus. Laft Saturday 
Eider Capron, and Deacon Wait, 
attended with us from Broadal- 
bin. We acknowledged a Church 
here in the Chriftian connexion, 
confifting of feventeen members, 
befides myfelf and wife. The 
next day two were baptifed, and 
our meetings were joyful, both in 
the day and evening, and while 
falyation is founding, finners bow. 
ing, and faints rejoicing, on the 
ether hand death is reigning 
among us. What ts called the 
Caiap-dillemper, is {weeping off 
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the youth at no fmall rate ; It is 
not uncommon for two or three 
to be fick in one houfe, nor for two 
to die out of one family. Ihave 
attended two funerals at one 
houfe, in lefs than a week, and it 
is {till {preading, and how long 
it will continue the Lord only 
knows. Through the goodnefs 
of God, I enjoy health with my 
family ; although I have been call- 
ed to fee many an honored fa- 
ther, and tender hearted mother, 
weeparound their departed babes, 
while I have tried to comfort 
them with the Saviour’s words, 
Of fuch is the kingdom of heaven. 
O that while mercy and judgment 
are prevailing in the land ; the 
inhabitants may learn righteoul- 
nefs ; that when death, the grand 
leveller has laid us all equal in 
the duit, we may by the Lyon of 
the tribe of Judah, be raifed to 
immortality and eternal life ; to 
eat of the hidden manna, within 
the veil, and praife God and the 
Lamb forever.

Extract of a letter from J. L. Pea- 
vey bo the Editor dated Dutche/s 
Co. N.Y. July 15, 1822. 
THE feafon with «sin this 

region is yet profperous. Our 

brethren live in love and uaion 
and the Lord is adding to our 
numbers. Three weeks ago yef- 
terday at our ufual place of meet- 
ing, it was judged that nearly one 
thoufand people attended. Af- 
ter delivering a difcourfe to the 
patient and attentive congrega- 
ton, we repaired a few rods 
diltance to a beautiful water 
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where twelve happy fouls witneff. 
ed their faith in the Saviour by 
following him in the ordinance of 
baptiim. In fongs of praife inter. 
mingled with forrowful weeping, 
the attentive concourfe left the 
{pot and mofltly returned to the 
meeting-houfe where we endeav- 
oured to commemorate the death 
and fufferings of our crucified 
Lord. About feventy commu- 
nicants gathered around the ta- 
ble, while a {weet joy beat around 
our hearts, intermingled with 
weeping at the recollection and 
difcovery of the wonders which 
God had wrought. The sn 
eft harmony and order lated 
through the whole. Quite a num- 
ber more are waiting for an op- 
portunity to foliow Jefus in the 
like ordinance of baptifm. One 
week ago yelterday I met my 
preaching and private brethren 
and many people at the General 
Meeting and Conference in Gal- 
way, the particulars of which you 
will likely foon have ; 1 therefore 
forbear by faying it was a pre- 
cious and refrething feafon from 
the prefence of the Lord of holts. 
Yefterday I preached in the Filh- 
kill union Meeting-houfe and in 
the P. M. at a barn in Freedonia, 
to hundreds who were very atten- 
tive many of whom were In tears. 
The power of God feems to fet- 
tle down upon the minds of the 
people in thefe towns glorioufly. 
A few have hopefully been re- 
deemed from fin and condemna- 
tion and brought into the glorie 
ous liberty of the fons of God. 
O may the work of the Lord 
fpread, his word run and be glor'- 
fied, until the knowledge ot God 
fhall cover the whole earta as ie 
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waters do the fea, there be one 
Lord and his name one, and the 
New-Jerufalem defcend andas fhe 
comes, bring peace to the fouls 
of all thofe who thall be counted 
worthy to efcape the final deluge 
and wreck of nature, and to en- 
ter thofe peaceful gates where 
nought but glory and happinefs 
canever vifit.

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Extract of a letter from Eldep 
Mills Barrett, to the Editor, daz 
ted Smithfield, Ifle of Wight 
County, Va. July 12th, 1822. 
HAVING a few leifure mo- 

ments, I thought good to inform. 

you of my travels among the 

Chriftian brethren in the ftate of 

N. Carolina, I left home July 

8th 1821, andin a few days arri- 

ved in Raleigh, I preached in 

Raleigh, at the Pleafant Spring, 

Pineygrove, Hillsborough, Back- 

creek and the Red-hill, Smithfield 

and at a number of private houtes, 
which formed a kind of a circuit. 

The meetings were generally full, 

the Brethren were well engaged, 

and the Congregations very at- 
tentive to hear the word, and it 
feemed that the Lord attended 
our meetings and manifested 
much of glory, for I never faw 
a greater profpect of a general 
revival. I continued preaching 
until about the tenth of Augutt, 
when after feeing fome converted 
fome join the Charch, and atter 
baptizing four, and receiving ev- 
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ery mark of tefpect from the 
Brethren I left them -for home. 
The 13th of March 1822 I ftarte 
ed to feethem again and arrived 
in Raleigh the 19th. I preached in 
Raleigh at Pleasant {pring, Ma- 
cedonia, Salem, Smithield, Benja- 
min Rofe’s, John Hays’, near the 
Red-Hill and at a number of pri- 
yate houses,until the 26th of April, 
when I attended the Union meet- 
ing at the Piney-grove, which 
continued three days, we had but 
few preachers, but we can truly 
jay wehad a goodtime. ‘There 
was but little Conferential bu- 
finefs attended to. Firft agreed 
that Little John Utley fhould be 
ordained to the office of an Elder. 
Second agreed that the next union 
meeting fhould be held at Salem 
Meeting-house, in Johnfon Couu- 
ty,to commence the Friday before 
the fecond Sunday in October 
next. Third, agreed that Elder 
Mills Barret write a fhort ac- 
count of our fituation and forward 
it to the I:ditor of the Chriftian 
Herald. After this meeting I re- 
turned home having been abfent 
eight weeks. In this journey I la- 
boured abundantly, faw much 
of the glory of God, and think I 
can fay my labour was not in 
vain. Sinners were convicted,fome 
niourners comforted, and _ the 
brethren ttrengthened ; I Baptized 
one. Ihave had good times fince 
I came home, and have baptized 
three, The third Sunday in June, 
Elder Whitley and myfelf attend. 
ed at the Republican Chapel, a 
Quaker fiend by the name of 
Wm. Porter, preached with us, we 
preached in the forenoon, and he 
in the afternoon,there were fo ma- 
dy people crowded in the houfe 
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that feveral of the fleepers under 
the floor gave way. As it refpects 
the fituation of the Brethren in 
N. Carolina.—In the firft place 
they are few in number. Second- 
ly they have but few preachers. 
Thirdly, they are very muéh fcat- 
tered; they live, or rather the 
Churches are a confiderable dis- 
tance from each other ; though 
these things are fomewhat againtt 
them, yet I can fay of them, in 
the firft place, none of these things 
move them, they appear to be 
immovable, always aboundiag in 
the work of the Lord. Secondly 
they are independent in principle. 
They read the Scriptures, judge 
for themfelves and act according- 
ly, thirdly they feem to know what 
is meant by true charity, brother. 
ly-love, and Chriftian liberty, for 
though they may differ a little in 
fentiment, yet they are very lov- 
ing. Though they are oppofed to 
a ftate of anarchy, yet they are 
resolved to call no man matter 
and if they are few in number, 
they are willing according to their 
ability ; thet: houfes, their hearts 
and their hand are open, they are 
perfecuted, but bear it patiently, 
they are zealous, and earneltly 
contending for the faith once de- 
livered to the faints, and their 
numbers are increafing. May the 
Lord increase them more and 
more in numbers, and Chriitian 
graces, and may that peace and 
love, and harmony that now exiils 
ever remain among them, Amen. 
I expect to vifit yhat part of the 
country again ina few weeks.

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Extra of a letter from Elder Peter 
Young, to the Editor, dated An- 
dover, N. H Auguft 10, 1822. 
“J have delayed writing and 

giving you 6ome account of the 

good work of the Lord in Danbu- 
ry, and New-Chefters; expecting 
shat brother J. Tfompfon, would 
have written before, but as he has 
not and wifhes me to, I will now 
inform you, that God, in mercy 
was pleafed to revive his work laf 

Feb. in Danbury. Soon after 

brother Thompfon returned from 

the weit, he vilited the place and 
faw fome moving among the dry 
bones ; old profeflors began to be 

‘awakened to a fenfe of their duty 

and cry to God to revive his work 

‘and the attention of the uncon- 

verted was called up to hear the 

word. The next week I vifited 
the place and felt to cry to God 
to carry on his work, and fave 
fouls from death ; and I had the 
a of feeing the good work 
inci@afe and a large number of 
thofe that had long lain as flaiA 
victims, arife and confefs their 
backflidings and manifeft. a new 
determination to ferve the Lord 
and try to build up his caufe in 
the world. A number that did 
not profpfs religion, wifhed us to 
pray for them, and one profefled 
to find peace. Thefe things gave 
joy to my heart, and-I returned 
home feeling an evidence that 
God was among the people by 
his f{pirit and that more fouls 
would be converted. I could not 
be much with them, I wifhed that 
brother Thompfon might, which 
he felt it his duty to do ; and God 
has. bleffed his labours there to 
the good of fouls. A goodly 


nuimber have been re-converted,. 
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and a number converted to God) 
for the firft time and I hope they: 
will hold on their way. In March 
the Lord began to work by his 
fpirit on the hearts of a number 
ef fouls in New-Chefter and fey. 
eral have been brought out of 
darknefs into light in that place 
and have been baptifed by broth. 
er Thompfon. In Willmot alfo 
some have been brought to rejoice 
in the Lord, and have been bap. 
tifed by brother Thompfon. [ 
have attended with him at two 
baptifing meetings and felt to re. 
joice that fo many had forfaken 
the prince of darknefs, and enlift. 
ed under the royal banner of the 
prince of peace. There has been 
in the above named towns be-. 
tween twenty and thirty bapufed 
by brother Thompfon. On the 
21 of June Elders Elijah Shaw, 
N. D. Sleeper, Jeffe ‘TThompfon, 
and myfelf met the brethren from 
New-Chefter, and Danbury, at 
Danbury, to confer on the things 
of the kingdom, and as we found 
that there were a. number that 
had been baptifed and were uni- 
ted and had a defire to be con- 
fidered a Church of God, we 
proceded to organize them ; and 
when they had chofen a brother 
as clerk, and two deacons we 
acknowldged them a_ church. 
They requelft that brother Sleeper 
and myfelf fhould take the patto- 
ral care of them, which we agreed 
to do, as the other Elders was- 
a going to the weft to preach 
Chrift’s gofpel. I vifited preach- 
ed and broke bread‘to them lat 
fabbath, and hada good folemn 
time. There is eighteen belong- 
ing to the Church now, and a 
number more we expect will join 
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foon. Oh! may God add to it 
fuch as will be faved. Asit re- 
{pects us in this town, I have no- 
thing very fpecial to write, only, 
the brethren in general ftand faft 
and many are well united, and 
two fouls, 1 truft, have recently 
found redemption through the 
blood of the Lamb. At Bofca- 
wen, alfo, two have found Chrift 
precious to their fouls, and tho’ 
fatan rages there and much was 
faid againft the General Meeting, 
1 believe it was, and will be, for 
the glory of God ; and tho’ mech 
of the fpite and rage of the en>- 
mies has been and yet is againit 
me, I blefs God I can pray for 
them, and [hope God will con- 
vert their fouls, and they will get 
that religion which teaches us to 
do by others as we would be done 
by. Ican fay the caufe of God 
is yet of more yalwe in my view 
than any other thing, and I feel 
as good a determinativn to con- 
tinue to try to build it up as I ev- 
er did.

Extract of a letter from William 8. 
LI’. Ward, dated Cato, Onondaga 
Co. N.Y. July 31, 1822. 

1 i is with pleafure, I take my 
pen in hand to write to you, to 
form you of my health, and the 
good work of God in this region. 

“ T willhere obferve, one year 
ago this month I came into this 
{tute, from Vermont;I made not 
much ftop,. until) I arrived in 
Broadalbin, and Galway, Sarato- 
ga Country. There I abode ma- 
ny days, and preached to the peo- 


ple around through: the towns, 
* 
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and enjoyed tome bleffed heaven. 
ly feafons. The laft of July I 
journeyed on Weltward to the 
town of Paris in Oneida county ; 
and there was taken fick with the 
billious fever, at brother IJfrael 
Youngs, the 4th of Auguft,*and 
confined almoft two months, but 
was kindly taken care of during 
my ficknefs. They brought no 
charges againit me, but bid me 
welcome and God’s [peed. Oh 
may the bleffings of God attend 
them threugh time, and in the 
world to come; thanks to God for 
friends in a ftrange land. I was 
brought very lew, and nigh unto 
death, but thanks be to God who 
raifed me up to health again. On- 
ly thofe who have been deprived 
of their health know how to prize 
it, when they enjoy it. Sometime 
about the 16th of October, I left 
Paris, and journeyed on Weftward 
to Camillus, in Onondaga Coun. 
ty and there laboured andin the 
townsaround through that fall and 
winter, but was very much out of 
health. The lat of December, I 
was taken unwell with the infla- 
mation on my luags by which E 
was therefore confined 3 weeks; 
for about twelve days, Ifpake not 
aloud word. Although my health 
has been very poor fince I came 
into this ftate, yet neverthelefs, 
thanks be to God that my lot has 
been caftin this pleasant part of 
the land. Although hundreds of 
miles from my parents now refi- 
ding in Lower Canada, and for 
four years I have been deprived 
of the joys of a fathers boufe on 
account cf my great commiffion 
to “ go into all the world.” Yet 
I remember them, andthe groves 
are a witnels to my tears, and my 
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prayer is to God for them, that 
if we no more meet on. earth, we 
may meet in heaven, no moreto 
part. I yet remember my breth- 
ren and friends in the eaft, with 
whom f have taken {weet council 
in days paft. Iwill now inform 
you of the good work of God in 
this region, this laft winter. I 
went into the town of Cato, 2 
itranger among ftrangers, and be- 
-an to found falvation in the ears 
af the people, and not long before 
many began to inquire to know 
what they muft do to be faved, [ 
therefore exhorted them to feek 
the Lord which alfo they did and 
found pardonof their fins. Broth- 
er O. I. Morrill has been labour- 
ing in the town of Lyfander, join- 
ing Cato; and God has bleft his 
Jabours to the converfion of many 
fouls. Glory to God for what 
he has done and is yet doing in 
this part of the land. I feel en- 
couraged ftill to found falvation 
inthe ears of poor finners, that 
they may hear, repent, and be. 
lieve the gofpel. We have a lit. 
tle perfecution, about enough to 
keep balance. 
tow labourers in the gofpel, ftrive 
to livehumble and taithful to God 
(preach the word,) and bare one 
another’s burdens, and fo fulfill 
the law of Chrift. There is a dan- 
ger of rifing too high and as much 
or more fo of finking too low, 
in having too exalted opinion of 
eurlelves, and on the other hand 
of judging ourfelves too unwor- 
thy, poor, and mean, and fink 
down. There is a good place to 
fivein; O may God help us all 
to live right at all times. May 
the happy day foon come when 
she kingdom of our Lord and his 
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Chrift, fhall overcome al} other 
kingdoms and ftand for ever, and 
Chrift. the Lord, be, and reign 
king over all the eartl:. 
Thanks to the Lord who reigns above; 
For what | now feel of his love,

The Conference alfo heard and 
accepted the report of the Revif- 
ory Committee which was as fol- 


lows : 
REPOR?Y 
Of the revifory Committee, wherein 
ts comprifed a general view of 
thofe refolves and agreements 
ashich have heretofore been made, 
cybich are now approved by the 

General Confvrenmce, of the U. 

States. 

1. Agreed, that we deem it 
expedfent thatin all Conferences 
there fhould be a Chief fpeaker 
and. {cribe- 

2. Agreed, that we believe 
that Chriftian fellowthip arif- 
es from {fatisfactory evidence 
of being born of the fpirit of God, 
fo our fellowthip extends to, and 
continues, with all whom we 
have fpiritual evidence, walk ac- 
cording to the rale of Chritft. 

5. Agreed, that the practice 
of meeting by conferences is in 
our opinion both fcriptural and 
expedient. 4. Agreed,that we 
deem itexpedient to pub‘ifh the 
yefult of the deliberations, of Con- 
ferences for the benefit of the 
Churehes in general. 

5. Agreed, that brethren 
withing to be conftituted into a 
€hureh, in any place, fhould 
make it kaown to a number of the 
Elders and brethren near, and 
that they fhould meet faid breth- 
xen, and after becoming acquaint. 
ed with their fituation, fhould 
think it proper and expedient to 
acknowledge them a churgh, they 
Ahall be thus confidered. 

6. Agreed that in cafe of or- 
dination, we deem it expedient 
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that the candidate have the ape 
probation of a church or church. 
es, with the council of at leatt 
three Elders, and for the ordina. 
tion of a deacon the advice of 
one Elder. — 

7. Agreed that we dod confid. 
er the method of orxpin Arron, to 
be observed by fafing, prayer and 
laying on of hands, azreably to Acts 
vi. 6. and xm. 3. 

8. Agreed, that in the opine 
ion of the Conference it is the 
duty of the feveral Churches, to 
lay up in ftore or provide afuffi. 
cient competency for the fupport 
of the Elder, that may refide 
among them, and alfo for thofe 
Elders that may travel among 
them and, alfo, for the poor faints. 
and that any fums that mny be 
collected, ought to be done by 
equality, according as the Lord 
hath profpered them. And the 
Conference expects every church 
fhould fupport the Elder refident 
with them, on .an equality with 
themfelves ; and deem any chureh 
wanting hick fhall neglect their 
duty in thefe things; however, 
leaving, every church to chofe 
their own manner of effecting it. 

9. Agreed, that the United 
States Gen. Conference do 10- 
commend to the Chriltian breth- 
ren at large to appoint one or more 
Conferences a year, in their fev- 
eral States, diflricts, &c. and from 
their Conferences to appoint 
members to an. annual Confer- 
ence of the whole. 

10. Agreed, that we do con- 
fider the ‘Script ures to be our 
only and all-fufficient rule of faith 
and practice. Therefore we are 
agreed to be known and called 


by the name of Chriffians as a 











xo. 9. Chriflian 
cenerai and ditinguifhing name. 
‘And as Churches, to be called the 
Churches ef God or of Chritt, 
which we confider to be accord. 
ing to the feriptures. 

11. Agreed, that the General 
Conference of the Chirtitian breth- 
yea be compofed of the brethren 
appointed as Meffengers from the 
diferent local conferences, and 
other ordained preachers who 
may find it converfient to attend, 
and fich others as the con sfenenion 
may fee fit to admit. 

12, Agreed, that it is the 
bufinefs of the United States gene 
eral Conferenee, to hear commu- 
nications from the feveral local 
Conferences, to deliberate on any 
queftion referred trom the local 
pane erage or propofed by tlie 
members prefent and alfo to give 
their advice to the Elders and 


brethren, concerning the order of 


the Houfe of God, boih in the 
mimitry and Churches, but not 
to interfere with the goverrment 
of the feveral local Conferences, 
or Churches. 

13. Agreed, that all appoint- 
ments for State Conferences be 
publifhed inthe Herald, at least 
f months ted ious to the meet- 

ings; also, that if at any place, 
the people fhould with for either 
the Annual or State Conferences 
they fhould ferward faid requeit 
to the Conference in geafon for 
faid Conference to appoint them 
when requefted.

Extract of a leticr from Elder Da- 
vid Millard. io the Editor, dated 
Weft Bloomfield, N. Y. Auguft 
24, 1822. 

Dear Brother—I1 am difappoint- 
ed attending the Gen. Conference 
at Greenville, when I expected to 
have feen you. I had anticipated 
much fatisfaection in that confer- 
ence with brethren from a dif- 
tance, but cannot confiftently, for 
feveral reafons. ‘The gofpel field 
in this place ts fo large, and at 
prefent fo vacated, that it be- 
comes my duty to tarry on the 
ground. Elder W. True, O. True 
aud J. Badger, are going immedi- 
ately to the eaft to be gone a 
Jength of time; much therefore 
devolveson me. Im Naples and 
Cohocton, where I labour part of 
the time, God is ftill working in 
power. The reformation has now 
reached Naples village, and $0 
or40 there have lately become 
fhares in grace, while more are 
inquiring the way in tears. On 
the feeond fabbath in this month, 
I preached near there in the woods 
to about one thoufand, baptifed 
and adminiltered the Lord’s fup- 
per. The occafion was truly fol- 
lemn, and I beleve, one long to be 
remembered. A brother and filler 
from Hartwick Mafs. come 17 
miles to.this meeting from Dan- 































ville, with a Macedonian cry. 
‘Fhey had lived there three years 
without feeing any of the free 
brethren, I vilited the place or 
Monday and found a work for 
God to do—folemn were the peo- 
ple, while I beleive a number 
were panting for liberty. O that 
God would fend a labourer to 
that place I have appointed a 
two days meeting to be held there 
on the fecond Saturday and Sab- 
bath in October next, in hopes I 
can get fome other preachers, to 
go in there and fee for themfelves. 
Ifno one elfe goes, I fhall ge 
alone if God will; for many 
miles to the south of here, fields, 
are white and covld fome faithful 
labourers enter them at this time 
the harvef would doubtiefs be 
glorious! O Lord, fend forth ! 

In a new town fouih of Per- 
ry, where Elder William True 
has been labouring, I un- 
derftand there is a _ precious 
work. I muft vifiit that place dure 
ing his abfence. I have lately 
heard from Afhtabulain Ohioggy 
and learn that Elder George

Dear Brother—Nothing, from 
my pen has appeared in the Her- 
ald for fome months pait, not for 
want of love to the good caufe, 
or to my brethren, neither has it 
been for want of fellowthip with 
this method of fpreading ufeful 
information through the church 
es ; but fearing ie my dry morfel, 
fhould crowd from vour pages, 
that, which might be more ben- 
eficial to the lambs of Jefus, how- 
ever, I feel fomething moving me 
to ftate a few things. I fpent 
three months in New-Hamphhire, 
journeying in different towns, 
and attending meetings in differ « 
ent focieties, with whom I enjoy- 
ed many refrething feafons, found 
the churches, generally ftedfatt 
in the faith, perfevering in the 
truth, and progreffing with uni- 
ted exertions, through the cheguer- 
ed {cenes of mortal life, to Heav-

Jan. 10. IT once more bade my 
affectionate friends a long fare- 
well, and in company with broth- 
ers Morrifon, and Stevens, I put 
forth for the weftward, went di- 
rectly tu Camillus,Onondaga Co.
